Lowndes—thence through Butler, by or near Greenville, over the 
Northern part of Conecuh and across Monroe, crossing the Ala¬ 
bama and Tombigbee at such points, above or below their junc¬ 
tion as interest or Convenience may dictate, and onward to con-j 
nect with‘the Mobile and Ohio Rail Road. This road will tra¬ 
verse an interesting country, the greater part of which, secluded 
j and remote from our large rivers and the lines of travel and 
commerce, has been hitherto much underrated. Portions of" it 
produce large quantities of cotton. When the road is completed, 
all of it will exhibit a higher development of Agricultural re¬ 
sources; added to which, it is unsurpassed if not unequalled, by 
auy part of our State for fine timber and material for naval stores 
’ -J-both of which have become important objects of trade, and prom¬ 
ise extraordinary enlargement. The increasing intercourse for 
observation, commerce and other purposes, between the Atlantic 
and Gulf States—the expansion and growing activity of tbpeoun- 
| try, must make this road a most important auxiliary of com¬ 
munication between the East and the West. 

I observe through the press that it is proposed to connect the 
ci.y of Montgomery with this road, by a Rail Roadi running' 
thence to Union Springs, which may, perhaps, be extended to Eufau- 
I la. This road would p|S| over a fine cotton growing country, 
susceptible of much greaj%%nprovernent than it has received— 
the South-eastern jportiodAlnwhieh will furnish large quantities 
• of lumber. 

v Rail Roads have] also been projected from Montgomery, to con¬ 
nect with the Alabama and Tennesse River Rail Road, a few 
miles North of Selma, and again a few miles North-east of Mon- 
tejvallo. This latter connection proposes to take Wetumpka in its 
route,, and to be extended across the Alabama and Tennessee Riv¬

'! attended, for the purpose of enlightening and uniting public opin¬ 
ion and action in this most interesting project. The result of the 
deliberations of these conventions, I believe, is au agreement to 
recommend the construction of a -Hail Road from a point at or 
near Beard’s Bluff on the Tennessee River, in Marshall, to Elyton, 
in Jefferson county—leaving Eastern, Middle and Western Ala¬ 
bama to connect with it at its South-western terminus, or else-

I advised the General Assembly to ask of Congress liberal grants 
of these lands to aid the construction ot Hail Roads and other 


improvements; stating that the request might properly be

shall be and remain at the solo and entire disposition of the (.United 
States; and, moreo,- r\ thatm*very tract of land sold-by the -I'mted

, J The lands in our richest districts of country have been sold and 
ihjmany instances at prices some hundreds per cent, above the 
Governmebt rrtiniinum. Shall roads passing through these districts 
rh^i^ebho -bbuiity from the fTnited States ? The land holders 
there, have contributed liberally to the Treasury in procuring 
their homes, and have made private property of the lands that 
were-public. These considerations should not disparage their 
claims to Rational benevolence—certainly not to justice. 

I have heretofore suggested to the General Assembly, the, pro¬ 
priety of endeavoring to impress upon Congress the great impor¬ 
tance to'the interest of this State of the public domain becoming 
private " property, with a view to the increase of revenue from 
taxation. To that end, I have advised that the graduation .of the 
price be requested. Expediency demanded such an enactment 
long since, and the vast accession to the public domain has made 
its'propriety still more apparent. Thirty four years have elapsed 
rince Alabama became a member of the American Confederacy, and 
still the United States is the proprietor of almost if not quite half 
the lands within her borders. There has been no reduction of 
their price since the first? of .July, 1820, hot-withstanding the inter¬ 
vening period has been "Sufficiently long to indicate the propriety of 
* b gradual dimunition -from time to time, even if the Government 
were grasping'as a huckster, or unrelenting as a usurer. 

; Whatever constitutional enactments of Congress will promote 
inb prosperity of Alabama,' will,' in a greater or less degree, ad¬ 
vance the interest of the United States. The business connection

A work of such magnitudeyand fraught witli such.resultsp cer-

dition. The Government should, of course, stipulate with the 
Company or companies, to which the lands would be granted, to 
rfender. important public services. Further; that the road should 
not be made an oppressive monopoly-, injurious in its exactions 
upon , individuals or ,communities--=taking care to hold in-check 
the propensity to grow rich by the indulgence of avarice.- All 
these being secured by express stipulation, or made a condition-of 
the grant of lands, or in some other manner, an ample equiva¬ 
lent! would be obtained. 

T have briefly expressed to. you, rriy views on this great ques¬ 
tion. Its intrinsic importance and the discussion it has received, 
both in and out of Congress, will commend it to your consid¬ 
eration, and induce a declaration of your opinion WHh the frank¬ 
ness the subject demands. 

THE CODE OF ALABAMA. 


In obedience to the provisions of the act, - ! to provide for the 
adoption, printing and distribution of the Code of Alabama,' I 
appointed, within a few days after the close of the last session, 
Henry C. Semple, Esq., of Montgomery, to make head-notes to 
the titles, chapters and articles of the Code;” also “a full and 
complete index thereto, and to compare the printed copy with the 
original.” 1 also entered into a contract with Messrs. Brittan k 
PeWolf, state printers, by which they stipulated to print within 
this State, and bind and deliver to the Secretary of State, by the 
first day of July, 1.852, five thousand copies of the Code, of the 
style required. 

The other duties enjoined on me, previous to the publication 
of the wotk, 'were all performed- . . 

. Hpon the certificate of the Secretary of State, that Messrs. Brit¬ 
tenDc^Volf had delivered to him the number of copies desig¬ 
nated in; their contract, and being satisfied from inspection that 
“.thd‘ execution of the work, and material,” were such as the act 
contemplated, I certified to the Comtroller that they had executed 
' their;. -cpntract,, and were entitled to (be compensation therefor, &c. 
The bond, of the contractors is on file in the office of the Secreta¬ 
ry of State, and the .report of the Comptroller will show the sums 
tnat:haye\been paid j them. , - • 

The amount may appear large to those unacquainted with the 
charges for printing! and binding this State. But upon inquiry, 
and taking into consideration the cost of materials, the style'in 
which the work was executed, and the brief period allowed for 
its completion, it is (relieved the compensation stipulated, was only 
a .fair equivalent. -

j . The report of the Trustees of the University, which will be laid 
before you at an early day, will inform you that the Institution is 
hi a healthful condition. A number of its graduates are successfully 
engaged in the honorable aud useful profession of Teachers in 
Classical Schools; and the applicants they anmially send up for 
r admission to the University are quite as well prepared, not to 
: apeak invidiously, as any who are initiated. 

I ''The accommodations are too limited for the number of students 
who seek admission, and the Board of Trustees propose to enlarge 
them, as the ; judicious use of their funds will allow. As the num¬ 
ber of preparatory schools of. a high order increase, we may con¬ 
fidently expect, judging from the past, there will be a correspond¬ 
ing increase of students. 

As required by the act of the last Legislature, I caused to be 
erected at a cost within the appropriation, a suitable fire-proof 
building on the University grounds intended for the reception and 
safe-keeping of the set of balances for the adjustment of standard 
weights and measures furnished this State under the authority of 
| Congress. The superintendent of weights and measures has been 
informed of the preparation of the house for the reception of the 
j balances, and an agent of the Government will no doubt be' de¬ 
spatched in due season to put them up. The member of the facul- 
j ty under whose supervision they are to be placed will perhaps 
prepare a paper upon the subject to be laid before you.

JUDICIARY,'AND ELECTIONS BY THE PEOPLE. 

In my preceding biennial messages, I made some suggestions in 
relation to the judiciary, and will not now repeat all I there said. 
Allow me, however, to recommend an increase of the salaries Of 
the judges of the circuit court and chancellors. This measure' is 
due to the labor these officers are required to perform, and is ne¬ 
cessary to impart a decent respectability and dignity to the offices.

Such an.*»iactment would 
make it easy to adopt the assessment now being made,.after it had 
passed'the revision of the correcting court—merely requiring the 
assessors tdi assess the sales of merchandise, &c., between the first 
• of September and the first of January. 

It is impossible to frame a revenue law of which all persons in¬ 
terested and disinterested will approve. An wl valorem tax, it is 
generally conceded, is the most equitable, because it adjusts the 
public burthens in proportion to the value of the estate of the tax¬ 
payer. . It could not be expected that enactments embracing such 
a variety of objects as our tax laws, should escape objections. 
Complaints have been made that the system, in some particulars, 
is difficult to be executed. Further, that the axl valorem principle 
is not sufficiently adhered to; and, as an instance, it is said that 
the increase in the price of slaves within the last half dozen years, 
has subjected lands to a much higher tax in proportion to their 
value; and that the influences that have caused this enhancement 
of the value of slaves, will most probably continue for years. It 
is also objected that vehicles and-teams, employed principally in 
the carriage of merchandise and other' articles of value for a re 
ward, should be regarded as stock in trade, and taxed in propor¬ 
tion to their value,’or upon their income. While I* would dis¬ 
suade from' amendments of our revenue laws with a reckless or 
incautious hand, the objections I have specifically mentionedj have 
been so often brought to ray notice, that I have felt it proper to 
suggest them for your consideration.

At my annual visit to the Penitentiary last year, I observed 
that there was a deficiency of books, sucn as should be furnished 
to the convicts to read on Sunday and during moments of 
'relaxation" frbm labor; *1 made this known to some benevo¬ 
lent individuals,-and thus caused the demand, to some extent, 
to be supplied. The library is still much too limited, and I 
| fcherefoterenew my recommendation to appropriate at least one 
himdred 1 dollars annually, for the purchase of such books as are 
best: adapted to the condition of the convicts and their moral im¬ 
provement. 

.Since I have occupied the Executive chair, I have had occasion 
to examine the cases of convicts, whom I was^satisfied should 
never have been convicted ; and of many more who had been sen¬ 
tenced for a term much longer than the offence committed de¬ 
served.. Under the wisest administration of justice, such incon- 

f ruities occur, without deserved censure upon the judge or jury. 

'idse and defective testimony, as well as other causes, may lead 
to such results. In some cases of this description, and in many 
others, I have, under a commanding sense of duty, exercised the 
clemency with which the Constitution invested me. My reasons 
ale of record, and I am willing that they abide intelligent scru¬ 
tiny. 

T will merely add, that there is great inequality in the term for 
which different judges sentence convicts to the Penitentiary for 
similar offences of equal enormity. It is perhaps impossible to 
remedy this otherwise than by restricting within narrower limits 
the discretion of. the judges; and yet it is difficult to restrict their 
discretion, and at-the same time sufficiently distinguish between 
capes-of the least and greatest enormity. In even- instance in 
which an offender is sentenced.to the Penitentiary, the judge try¬ 
ing him, should make a condensed report of the facts to the Exec¬ 
utive, with such suggestions as he may deem pertinent. This re¬ 
port will aid the, Governor, should an application be made for a 
pardon.

LINE BETWEEN ALABAMA AND GEORGIA. 

„ 'feheAecisi.on of the -Supreme Court of the United States in the 
. ease of Howard, vs. Ingersoli from the Supreme Court of Alabama, 

4 ! and Howard. & Eckoils vs. Ingersoli from the Circuit Court of the 
',! United States for the District of Georgia, makes it my duty to call 
your attention to this subject. In the latter case, the question was 
J whether flfw . water mark ” (dong the western bank of the Chatta- 
j hoochee U M(its lowest state," and the former, whether “ ordinary lt>v' 
\water- ” was the line between Georgia and Alabama. 

* The Court decided J^iat neither of these points marked the line, 
and that the boundary line between our State and her sister on the 
East, runf along the high Western bank of the Chattahoochee — leaving 
the bed, of the river and the shelving shore on the West within the juris¬ 
diction of Georgia. This decision is directly opposed to all previous¬ 
ly expressed opinions.on the part of Alabama. The Legislature 
of this State, by resolutions of February, 1846?*leclared, that the 
1 true intent and meaning of the parties to the articles of cession and 
agreement between the United States and Georgia of the 14th of 
April, 18(32, were, that Georgia should retain the Chattahoochee 
within her own limits and cede to the United States all her terri¬ 
tory West of the river; and that the river from the northern line 
• Qf'Elorida up to the great bend, should become the boundary line 
to the lands thus ceded to the United States by Georgia; that upon 
no just or liberal construction can Georgia exercise or claim juris¬ 
diction over any soil West of the ordinary channel of the Chatta¬ 
hoochee; and that the line designated by the margin of the river 
against its western bank at the ordinary stage of water “is the 
. true line of boundary between the States of Georgia and Alabama.” 

; These resolves, I had supposed, conceded to Georgia the utmost 
limits she could claim. Indeed, I believe, they contain a brief ex¬ 
position of the articles of cession, expressed in terms of remarkable 
accuracy and exactness. 

I do not object that the Supreme Court of the United States re¬ 
versed the judgment in both cases before it. The decision of the 
primary court in the Georgia case was clearly erroneous—and the 
Alabama case, if not positively adverse to the law, might have 
been reversed on the ground that the ruling on the Circuit must 
have misled the jury. But in attaining these conclusions it was 
not necessary for the court to have decided that'the boundary line 
between Georgia and Alabama run along the top of the high Western 
bank of the Chattahoochee. The facts, in the records clearly indicated 
that it wasi not necessary for the court to have determined on what

In obediance to a Idw of the last session 1 caused the appropriate 
orders to be issued during the past an 1 present years, requiring 
the militia to be praded at the Court Houses of their respective 
counties, on days appointed, that they night be reviewed by me.. 
In most instances, the orders were promptly extended, but in others 
the absence of officers—a want of familiarity with duty, or vacancy 
in office, prevented their extension.; U , 

In some of the counties, the number on parade, jx>rc a reasona¬ 
ble proportion to those subject to duty—while in others there were 
no parades, pr a meagre exhibition of ih'p strength of the militia. 
Generally, neither officers nor men discovered the taste for the mil¬ 
itary or the acquaintance with military tactics, which was seen 
thirty, years ago. This remark of course does not apply to the 
well disciplined volunteer companies whjtoh Lreviewed in different 
parts of the State.j. ...j ’ j ...

Erequent. resignations—an unfitness for the station, and many other^ 
causes, make it difficult to organize a court martial, or if subordi¬ 
nate courts impose a-fine, their sentences are often effectually an- 
| nulled by"; appeals to higher courts that arc never holden. 

! -Public, opinion is resistless and should be respected. Our peo- 
I pie still cherish the spirit of chivalry, and whenever there is a call 
to arrnsj. they will obey the summons with-a patriotic zeal, which 
! the history of' the past does not exceed. No knowledge of tactics 
j is acquired at our ordinary militia musters and drills. Indeed, they 
ate most usually the occasions for the exhibition of indifference, 
insubordination and disorder—furnishing opportunities, which are 
often improved, of settling disputes under the influence of intoxi¬ 
cation and, ptbpr excitants unfavorable to reason. 

These considerations induce me to recommend a revision of the 
militia laws, so that musters and drills be dispensed with in times 
of domestic quiet, or when the peace of the country is not threat¬ 
ened. The organization of volunteer companies should be report¬ 
ed annually to the Adjutant General, stating th^ir strength, to what 
regiment they belong, &c. 

The organization of the militia should he continued by causing 
■all resignations and elections of officers to be communicated to the 
secretary of State, and commissions to be issued as at present re-’ 
quired. The assessors and collectors of taxes should be required 
for a reasonable compensation, to report to the judge of probate of 
their respective counties, the number of males subject to militia 
duty —designating the beat in which they live. These returns 
should remain in the office of the judge of probate and copies be 
delivered to the proper captains. Such reports would furnish us 
the most accurate returns of the strength of the malitia we have 
eyer obtained. 

y;. Persons subject to militia duty who do not join a volunteer com¬ 
pany, should in consideration of being relieved from attending 
musters, be taxed a sum not exceeding one dollar a year. The tax 
thus collected, should be expended, 1st. In the establishment' <?f 
and support of a school of the Polytechnic order, in which military 
' exercises should be practised, and tactics, engineering and other 
branches essential to a complete military or practical education 
should be i taught. Then, we should have a nucleus, around and 
with the -aid of which we could promptly send an armed force into 
the field upon every requisition. In addition to this, we could 
educate many for the ordinary business and duties of life—train 
our civil engineers, and to some extent supply the demand from 
abroad for this growing branch of service. ■ <

1 -The late Secretary of the Interior conceded that the act oi Sep¬ 
tember,-1850, granting the swamp and overflowed lands within our 
limits to the State, requires the designation of these lands to be 
made through his Department, and I believe caused the local land 
officers to be instructed to make out lists; of the swamp and over¬ 
flowed lands in their respective districts, by a referenced the nehi* 
or descriptive notes in their offices. I took leave respectively to 
suggest to that officer,that there was nb reliable date in these 
offices, from which lists could be made out with any approximation 
to accuracy-, and that Congress should be so informed, that an ap¬ 
propriation could be made if deemed expedient. My suggestion 
’has, however, been disregarded and it is supposed that the land 
officers Have transmitted papers professing to designate the swamp 
and. overflowed lauds in their respective districts. I recently re¬ 
ceived from the Commissioner of the General Land Office the "copy 
of such a paper for the Tuscaloosa district, which specified but 
2595 acres of such land, with the request ithat I would ask a patent 
therefor. I answered by a respectful protest against the mode in 
which the lands were se 1 ected—stated that a bird's-eye view would 


discover at least thirty thousand, acres and the compass and chain 
many more--and declined asking a pateqt, with the assurance that 
the matter should be.referred to you: ! 

According to an estimate cammhnicjited to Congress by a late 
Commissioner of the General Land Offices, the quantity of swam]* 
andfoverfloWed lands granted to thidSffiffiffiy the act of September, 
I860* was 48fl,450 acres—some of this has doubtless been- sold and 
the money paid in or accounted for; to the federal treasury. 1 re¬

Shortly after it was determined ihy joint comrnitffie of the tot 
fienbral Assembly in which county the fetate Hospitol for inaaiw 
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persons should be located, I 'appointed Dr. A. Lopez, of Mobife 
upon the recommendation of the same committee, to perform the 
duties required by the twenty-third section of the act in relation to 
the Hospital. The time allowed by the act within which Dr. Lo¬ 
pez Whs to submit bis report, was too short to permit him to make 
.theinq4ries rf and examinations required; consequently it was not 
mstde lot several weeks after, the first of June, 1852. Noincon- 
Venience, however, resulted from this; but the'delay whs compen- 
s&tedbythe full and instructive report Ire furnished, 
i The particular site selected for the Hospital is on lands adjoin¬ 
ing our University grounds, and in full view of the University 
bmldiugs—barely two miles from-the city of Tuscaloosa, and much 
nearef * where it is supposed the line of the*Uorth-eastern and South¬ 
western Rail Road will run. The grounds attached to the site con¬ 
tain mthe than 820. acres, and are believed by the commissioners 
appointed by the joint committee, to possess every requisite pre¬ 
scribed by the act. 

I shall doubtless be furnished with the report of the Trustees m 
due season, which will contain all the information that is important 
upon this subject. 

At a Convention' of Delegates from some of the Southern States, 
assembled in this city in May last, an “ Agricultural Association 
of the slaveholding States” was orgrnized by the adoption of a 
constitution and the election of officers. This Association unani¬ 
mously adopted a resolution declaring it was expedient for each of. 
the Southern States, in connection with the Chair of Agricultural 
Chemistry, in their Colleges or Universities, to provide an assistant 
"Professorship, “ the duties of which shall be to analyze soils, ma¬ 
nures and vegetable productions,” unless such [provision shall be 
made in an Agricultural school established by the Stase. With 
' equal unanimity it was recommended to the several States partici¬ 
pating in the Association to cause Geological and Agricultural 
- surveys to be made at as early a day as practicable. 

A I fully concur in these resolutions, as indicated by my message 
at the opening of the last General Assembly, and herewith trans¬ 
mit copies which the Secretary of the Association has communi¬ 
cated to this Department for your consideration. 

Immediately after I was informed of the passage by Congress of 
an act extending the time for the selection by this State, of lands 
in lieu of the sixteenth sections'within the territory acquired 
from the Chickasaw Indians by their last cession, I appointed an 
agent upon his own solicitation, who after some delay, resigned in 
consequence of the bad health of himself or some member of his 
family. I then appointed a successor upon an assurance that He 
would promptly act, who perhaps after quite as long a delay, re¬ 
signed, I understand, upon the ground that the terms of the act of 
the'last session under whkih he was appointed were, not agreeable 
to him.

It is very questionable whether the State has saved anything by 
Ih.e change frpm Annual to Biennial sessions of the General As* 
j sembly. | Out sessions, under the change, have been protraeted to 
three months. During the first two, but little business is done, 
thus the work of the session is thrown upon the last month, and 
j the members, anxious to return to their homes, hurry to a close as 
speedily as possible. The consequence has been, that important 
business is neglected, and many of the Legislative acts are ex¬ 
pressed. in careless and inaccurate language, at variance with 
good taste. 

. J While 1 will not advise a proposition to change the Constitution, 
I believe it would be altogether preferable to have Annual sessipns, 
limited to six weeks, or if continued beyond that time, to allow 
no compensation to the members for the excess. Such a modifica¬ 
tion would expedite labor—certainly it would improve Legislation 
by quickening the industry of members, and inviting to your halls 
many who decline offering for seats in the Legislature, because 
they'are unwilling, to be absent from home as long as the present 
sessions require. 

The reduction of the fees of the Clerk of the Supreme Court, by 
the act of 1848, was so great as to leave that officer a very inade¬ 
quate compensation for his services. The increase by the act of 
the last session will add but little to 'the aggregate of his fees. 
There are now but few judgments rendered on certificate, and 1 
suppose fewer records filed than there were a few years ago. 
These causes, together with the repeal of the fee for the final record, 
will account for the great falling off in the clerk’s receipts. I re¬ 
commend a revision of the laws upon this subject, and advise such 
an increase of fees as are due to the labor and qualifications that 
the office requires. 

I deem it my duty to inform you that it has been, necessary to 
draw largely upon the contingent fund to repair repeated injuries 
to the roof of the capitol, from storms or. other causes, and to plas¬ 
tering and painting, from the consequent leaks. From the most 
satisfactory information I could obtain, I incline to the belief that 
the defects in the roof are mainly attributable to the manner in 
which the tin is laid down, and to make it secure and water-proof, 
for any length of time, it should be covered anow.

the public business of the State has attracted more 
[ that entrusted to the Bank Commissioner, nor has 
the State been charged with more responsible du¬

They have endeavored to inform themselves whether in the re¬ 
ceipts and disbursements of the public money, in sums so large, 
and often in items so numerous and various, the system adopted 
would operate as a check upon the several persons through whose 
hands the public money might pass. By the papers, reports and 
accounts submitted to their examination, they found 1 that under 
the plan adopted and practised, all monies collected by or for each 
of the banks, in the fi:-st instance went into the bank to which it 
belonged, the Assistant Commissioners being held accountable fori t. 
He was required to show from what debt or source each credit in 
bank was derived, and the list of debts furnished the General As¬

the books of the bank) his monthly re- 
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ports of his account to the Commissioner and his semi-annual 
report of collections to the Governor operate as a check upon 
him. When money was paid out by the bank to, or upon the 
order of the Commissioner, or placed to his credit at other places, 
the bank charged it to the Commissioner. The account from 
from each bank laid before your committee operates as a check 
upon the Commissioner. 

The account of cash r^eived and disbursed by the Commis¬ 
sioner was verified by the vouchers, together with the profits 
made for the State, is the one we have examined and settled as 
herein stated. A more perfect system than the one observed in 
the banks, could not, in the opinion of your committee, have been 
adopted in the settlement of their troublesome and complicated 
affairs, and your committee, from their examination of what has 
been done by the Commissioner and his assistants, are satisfied i:

Bank and Branches and to the treasurer of the Stjate, at different 
times, and the larger portion thereof has been fiinded, and certifi¬ 
cates of stock have been delivered to the respective townships;, 
for their quota of the cash so paid in as is how provided by law. 
It will be seen by reference to the report, that there* are now on

As no instructions accompanied the papers deferred, the com* 
mittee may not be called upon for an opinion on the question 
whether or not the State has the right to consolidate the 16th 
section funds.

The Committee on the Penitentiary, to whom was referred the 
reports of inspectors, physician and lessee of the penitentiary and 
so much of the Governor’s message as refers to the penitentiary 

nave had the same under consideration, and have instructed me 
to report: 

That a portion of the Committee have visited the penitentiary 
with a view to get all the information requisite to a proper under¬ 
standing of all the subjects referred to them. 

. The enlargement of'the penitentiary yard’, and the increase of 
the number of cells, as recommended by the inspectors, (as per 
plan herewith submitted) are considered indispensable, on account 

°; 7 he j. n y ea se and increasing number of convicts, and the crowded 
state oi the shops and yard. 

The plan proposes to extend the wall in the rear 200 feet with 
an additional wall of 800 feet, giving in the prison yard an’addi- 
tional area of 200 by 300 feet. The ground proposed to be in¬ 
cluded in the yard is the property of the State, and it is thought 
wi 1 give to the prison yard ample convenience for the employment 
ot a large number of convicts. 

. This enlargement will also enable the lessee to keep his raw mate¬ 
rials within the penitentiary walls, (which cannot be donetiow for 
want ot room) and thereby avoid the great inconvenience and risks 
o escapes, which may frequently occur by bringing into the prison 
yard lumber, bark and other material for the employment of the 
convicts. The present rear should remain for the security of

p e material in the said rear wall now standing may be used 
after the enlargement of the yard is completed, in "the building of 
mnety-two additional cells, according to the plan herewith submit¬ 
ted, which is also recommended by the committee. 

The necessity for this improvement is manifest from the fact that 
on e first day of October last, the date of the inspectors report, 
ere were 191 convicts in the prison, there are only 208 cells, 
making 17 vacant cells on the first of October, after which time the 
convxctions of the fall courts are to come in, which it is thought 
will about fill up the remaining cells. 


• estimate! of tbecpst of fh|e rt|o^n^^eid improvements 
is herewith submitted in detail, which shows that the cost of the 
additional walls will be about $11,239; 20; and the cost of the ad¬ 
ditional cells will be about $6,611 12, or $71 86 each. In these 
estimates the making and laying of : the bricks, which constitutes 
almost the entire cost of thepnprovements proposed, are calculated 
at $8 per thousand for the walls, anjd $10 per thousand for the 
cells. *■ ' 1; 

The committee also recommend the sinking of an artesian well 
in the prison yard. The present supply of water is very limited 
and uncertain, it being conducted by a subterranean passage of 
about a mile, and through lands not belonging to the state. The 
prison is thereby constantly in danger of being supplied With 
adulterated water, to the prejudice of the health of tne convicts, 
or having its water supplies, now very meagre, entirely cut off. 

It is estimated that the cost of sinking and tubing said well will 
be from six to eight hundred dollars. 

The committee also recommend that a well selected library of 
religious and moral works be purchased at a cost not to exceed 
$200, for the use of the convicts. It is thought that this sum will 
be sufficient to buy the books necessary for the present use of the 
convicts. 

The committee is of opinion that books of the character men¬ 
tioned should supply the place of the newspaper reading which has 
prevailed in the prison, and recommend that the lessee be author¬ 
ized to forbid newspaper reading by the convicts, if in his judg¬ 
ment it may be proper.

Your committee are not advised by whom this expectation was 
created, or for what purpose. The government of the United States, 
by whom the sixteenth section in each township in this State was 
donated to the inhabitants of the township for the use of schools, 
made no provision by the terms of the grant by which the lands 
were to be disposed of, or the specific method for the carrying 
into execution the purposes of the grant; but left that subject to

Sir: I return to the Senate, the body in which it originated, the 
bill to be entitled an act for the relief of Caswell C. Capshaw and 
William Cobb, of St, Clair county. 

Th^e constitution of this State divides the powers of govern* 
ment into three distinct departments—legislative, executive and 
judicial Article two, section one, and in section two, same arti- 
cle, declares the powers belonging to one shall not be exercised 
by any other, branch of the government. 

In article four, section two, the pardoning power, with certain 


exceptions, is vested in the executive department of the govern- 

It would seem that a careful examination of the parts of the 
fundamental law referred to, would show that the legislative bo¬ 
dies, acting under a desire to relieve persons who may be proper 
subjects of clemency, have exercised a power vested in another 

branch of the, government, . 

The power of regulating the manner of the* exercise of execu¬ 
tive clemency, so as to prevent its aftuse, and to have it well de¬ 
fined so as to embrace all citizens alike, does not confer on.the 
legislative department the power to make discrimination between 
persons accused or convicted of crime. The duty of defining crime 
and its punishment belongs to the legislative branch. The-duty 
of examining into the character of the offence, and of pronouncing 
the sentence of the law made by the legislative branch, is, by the 
constitution, imposed on the judicial department. The duty of 
seeing the law executed, and of exercising the power of pardon¬ 
ing, belongs to the executive, and to that department alone. 

Any attempt to exercise the power of the judicial department 
of the government would not be more an infringement on the 
rights of that branch of the government than the exercise of the 
power to pardon persons convicted or charged with any offence 
against the penal laws of the land ; the power to regulate the man¬ 
ner in which another is to discharge a duty, by no means in¬ 
volves the exercise of that power. It is the prerogative of the 
legislature to pass general penal laws; it is the duty of the ex¬ 
ecutive to say when an exception to those laws may be made in 
behalf of arty individual. 

The constitutional obligation of the exercise, or a denial of 
mercy, is one of the most painful, delicate and responsible duties 
imposed on the executive branch of the government, and from 
which the executive might well shrink. But the framers of the 
fundamental law acted upon the principle, that for the exercise of 
such high duties, there should be a fixed individual responsibil¬ 
ity. The principle on which they acted was doubtless a wise one, 
otherwise it may be the business of one legislature to define what 
crimes are to be penal, and for the next to make individual ex¬ 
ceptions, by granting immunity from punishment for crime to 
particular persons, which is also in conflict with another principle 
of our constitutional law. 

To differ with the legislative branch of the government, is to 
take a position that the executive would at any time hesitate to- 
do. But while in the discharge of the duties of that office, either 
in matters of constitutionality or expediency, I shall not shrink 
from any responsibility the position imposes. In this case, I deny 
the constitutionality, and doubtless the expediency of relief from 
the lav? by which others are to be governed by legislative enact¬ 
ment. _ ■ 

The passage of this bill might induce the parties intended to be 


benefited to Tely on its efficiency,-When it would "be the duty of 
the judicial tribunal to try the case as though the act| had never 
passed.

Hon. Wm, B. Martin, 

President of the Senate: 

Sir: In compliance with the resolution, of the legislature,. I ap¬ 
pointed James W. Taylor and Robert Jemison, jr., to visit the 
seat of government of the State of Georgia, for the purpose of 
obtaining from the. authorities of the State the right of way .for 
the North-east and South-west Bail Road.

Hon. Wm. B. Martin, 

President of the Senate: 

Sir: The bill to legalize a marriage between David Hum¬ 
phreys and Martha Griffin by legislative enactment, is,.according 
to my construction of the constitution an assumption on the part 
of the legislature, of a power belonging to the Executive ; De¬ 
partment of the State Government and therefore unconstitu¬ 
tional. ■ ; 

The constitution further provides that divorces shall only be 
had by suits in chancery, which it does not appear has been had 
in this case. 

In cases of like character which have been returned to the leg¬ 
islative department I have given at some length my objections, 
both to the constitutionality as well as to the expediency of the pas¬ 
sage of such special enactments, by which certain parties are made 
exempt from penal laws of a general .character. I consider the 
passage of such acts as destructive of good'morals and contrary 
to public policy, as well as in conflict with the' ldtter and spirit of 
the constitution, and therefore withhold my assent to the bill.

To the Senate: 

The bill to be entitled “An act for the relief of Thomas Golden, 
of Madison county,” proposes to relieve a man convicted of the 
crime of grand larceny of a part of the penalties cansequent of 
each conviction. 

I have, on bills heretofore returned to the legislative depart¬ 
ment, endeavored to show that an exercise, either in part or 
"wholly by the legislature, of the power of releasing those suffer¬ 
ing under a conviction, or charged with a violation of the penal 
laws, was contrary to the fundamental law which has conferred 
that power on the executive. 

The power of pardoning is to release or absolve an offender 
from the liabilities to suffer punishment; a part of the penalty to a 
conviction of grand larceny is a forfeiture of political and civil 
privileges. 

If it is in the power of the legislative branch to. relieve a con¬ 
vict of one part of the consequences of a conviction, they have 
equally the power to relieve as to others, and it follows that they 
would be as competent to relieve his person from physical re¬ 
straint by restoration to liberty, as to restore forfeited privileges; a 
power which has heretofore been exercised by the executive only.

The Committee on Temperance, to whom was referred numer¬ 
ous petitions from citizens and Christian communities in this State, 
have had the same under consideration, and ask leave to report that 
| while they folly concur with the petitioners, that the trade in ar¬ 
dent spirits is a curse to the country, and should rightfully form a 
subject for legislation, they differ from them as to the species of 
legislation best calculated |o arrest and suppress the evil, and 
finally, to banish it from the land without producing any general 
convulsion in the State. . 

Your committee regard the present license laws as wholy in- 
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sufficient to accomplish theends desired to be obtained by them, 
and entirely unsuited to the age. They believe that the people of 
the several counties should directly or-indirectly control the liquor 
trade within their limits. In doing this, both wisdom and sound 
policy suggest that the license question should not be allowed to 
enter into the political contests of the day, and if it be practicable 
to avoid it, nor do we Understand that tire friends of temperance 
desire it should enter into such contests. But he is -blind to the 
signs of the times who Cannot see, that, if we spurn the petitions 
of the tens of thousands who have asked us to legislate upon the 
subject and send them away without doing something to meet 
their views, they will appeal to the people, since they find peti¬ 
tions to be in vain. It rests with the present general assembly to 
prevent this result by amending the present license laws", and if 
it fail to do so, it will be justly responsible for all the commotions 
and convulsions which must inevitably ensue. 

Your committee believe that the regulation of this trade should 
in a great degree belong to those who have charge of the internal 
policy in the several counties, in this State; and as such, may be 
safely committed to the courts of commissioners of revenue and 
roads, under such legislative rules as wisdom may suggest. 

By this means the question of license or no license’ can be 
made in the election of those officers, and the will of a ^majority 
of the people be carried out through them, it will thus be divided 
from all political elections and placed in the hands of those whose 
especial duty it is to attend to matters of internal policy in the 
counties. 

Influenced'by these views,, and by a thorough conviction that 
much respect is due to the opinions and wishes of at least one 
hundred'thousand petitioners, male'and female, who have in the 
most respectful terms, applied to the present general assembly, 
asking legislation upon this subject, your committee beg leave 
most respectfully to report the accompanying bill, and recommend 
its passage.

It appears from the language of the bill the said Loper has been 
convicted of some felonious crime. 

The nature of the offense, the time it occurred, as well as any 
circumstances justifying his pardon or release from the penalties 
of violated law are all unknown to me. 

I refer the Senate to my message before made on the subject of 
legislative pardons, for the reasons which compel me to withhold 
my assent to this bill ; the constitution having conferred the 
power of pardon on this, and expressly withheld it from any 
other department of the State Government.

Messrs. H. C. Jones, J. D. Webb, W. H. Crenshaw, Wm. 
Acklen, J. P. Frazier and Jack. F. Cocke, presented the follow¬ 
ing protest: 

The undersigned, anxious to see some system of popular edu¬ 
cation adopted by this legislature have looked with deep interest 
to every proposition having this for its object. 

We hoped that the bill transmitted to the Senate by the House 
of Representatives by pruning and amendment might be made al¬ 
together acceptable, at least just and practicable. But the friends 
of that bill by sustaining the call for the previous question, cut 
off all amendments, and forced upon us the necessity of voting 
for this bill with all its imperfections, or placing ourselves before 
the country in the position of opponents to public schools. 

- Believing as we do, that this bill is unjust and totally inade¬ 
quate to the wants of the country, a sense of duty has forced, us 
to vote against it; and we state the following as some of the rea¬ 
sons that induced us to do so : 

1st. It sets aside (in effect) eighty three thousand three hun¬ 
dred and, thirty three dollars of the funds of the sixteenth sec¬ 
tions deposited with the State, (or the interest annually arising 
thereon) the largest portion of which is to be applied beyond the 
limits of the township to which it belongs. We hold that this 
fund is a sacred' trust, and that a misapplication of it, in whole or 
in part, is a trespass upon the vested rights of the townships, 
which cannot be justified by any principle of law or of morals. 

2d. Because it vests in the hanas of the superintendent annu¬ 
ally the immense sum of two hundred and thirty one thousand 
dollars of the taxes of the State, when he is only required to give 
' bond in the paltry sum of twenty thousand dollars. This is in- ' 
deed a “generous confidence,” when we know not who this su¬ 
perintendent is, or what are his antecedents. 

3rd. Because the funds set apart by this bill are not to be ap¬ 
plied to the Benefit of children actually sent tojjcbool, but an 
average is struck, and the ftmd is distributed according to that 
average, not among the children, but among the townships. 
There are townships in the t State in which there is fecarcely a 
child living, and many in which the number is very small, still 
they are to get an^equal amount with those whose necessities are 
ten or a hundred fold as great. This is a palpable violation of 
the principle upon which the bill professes to be founded, “to 
extend upon equal terms to all the children of the State the ines¬ 
timable btessfbgs of liberal instruction.” 
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» 4th. Because, by the provisions of this bill, those townships 
which have not sold their lands, however rich or profitable they 
may be, are entitled to an equal share with the poorest, while 
those townships in which the lands have been sold tor an amount 
above the average get nothing. 

5th. Because it will cripple or destroy all the valuable schools 
nowin operation, before the scholars sent to any of these schools 
can receive any of the benefits of this act. The teachers thereof 
will not only be subject to an examination, but the whole sys¬ 
tem of such schools will be placed under the surveilanee and dic¬ 
tation of this superintendent ' 

6th. Because two thousand dollars are appropriated to pay the 
' superintendent and three thousand more to the circulation of 
essays, periodicals, and to enlighten the 1 people, and not to educate 
the children as the bill proposes—thereby wasting enough money 
to educate annually one thousand of the indigent children of the 
State. 

7th. Because the powers conferred on the superintendent are 
extraordinary. He can govern every free school in the State ab¬ 
solutely—prescribe the course of study—the books—say which 
are sectarian or what not, and exclude or -admit them at will. 
The cunning free-thinker or sectarian would want no better- op¬ 
portunity than this to impress his own opinions upon the entire 
State through the rising generation. 

8th. Because the provisions of the bill are vague, uncertain and 
contradictory and must involve the State in a vast amount of 
trouble and perplexity. We therefor enter this, our protest against 
the bill, and ask that it may be spread upon the journals.

Message from the Governor by Mr. Whitfield—

Montgomery, February 17, 1854. f 

To the Senate: 

I return to the Senate a bill to be entitled an act for the 
relief of Charles Gookin. Upwards of ten years ago the claim of, 
C. Gookin was urged before the legislature. I was then a mem¬ 
ber of the Senate, and' with others gave the matter a strict and 
careful examination with every desire to do justice to the peti¬ 
tioner, and at the same time to guard the public treasury. 
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It was very- clear to the Senate at that day, when too, ail tlje 
circumstances were of recent occurrence, and capable of proof, 
that he failed to make out his case, so as to entitle him to come 
upon the State for alleged lossof notes ; and the Senate by a vote 
of two to one refused to pass a bill for his relief, by giving him 
money out of the treasury. 

I hold the proper time to have continued to press the matter 
was. when all the facts were new, and not at this late period, by 
continued importunity to compel the State to pay to him money 
he eannot clearly prove was ever lost. 

Thousands of cases of equal merit might be made over against 
& the State for Bank notes, supposed to have been burned, lost or 
destroyed. 

If any one supposes or expects that the Executive is disposed 
to place himself in a position antagonistic to the legislature he is 

greatly mistaken. 

The constitution makes it rny duty to sign bills when they have 
my approval ; if not, to return them with my objections. Having 
once fully investigated this matter, and having seen no cause to 
reverse the opinion then formed, as one of the guardians of the 
will of the people and of the public treasury, I cannot consent 
that their money should be appropriated upon claims no better 
established than that of Charles Gookin.
